Keyser is going to take McClure under the protection of his wing, so 
that you will have to hold him responsible for McC. both morally & physically. It is rather a risk 
for McC. I think but as there is no other person that we know going East at that time, it is the 
only arrangement that could be made. 

I do not remember whether I told you or not that our packing cases along with all the 
cases of the Treasury Dept, are already loaded on cars along side of the warehouses and will be 
run up to the Gov’t. Building as soon as the R.R. tracks are laid. While waiting for them we will 
get everything in readiness to put in them as soon as we get possession of them. I think that they 
will proceed other shipments because the boxes were the first loaded and will be the first packed.
